1. Program Content ' 

The demonstrations* disorders end purges In Caechoalovakia, Berlin 
Rumania, Hungary# etc. end th® arrest of Boris gave HTQRUBBY s rich aouroe Of ex- 
ternal neve to interpret to the Albanian people. In addition to mentioning the 
usual lines, each os the Soviet's corruption end weakness, end the union end de- 
termination of the oppressed peoples, HTQRUBBY wee given another opening for an 
attack as s result of Radio Tirana's continual insistSnee that all of these dis- 
turbances were caused by the Americans in spite o t the fact that HtAVDA and various 
(ksBxmist officials had admitted the riots were due to peer administration and 
Judgment on the part of the Gos&axniet officials. 

In oonnection with Beria's arrest, HTQRUBBY pointed cut that since 
Stalin's death, it had predicted the internal struggle that would take place in 
the Soviet hierarchy and the consequent purges. Ho specific predictions of Just 
who would be purged in Albania were node, hut HTQRUBBY pointed out that purges were 
sure to occur end that the Shoe World was ready to give political asylum to bona 
fide, repentant, former Oeoaunlets. 



There was little intelligence material available from within Albania which 
afforded much naterial for attack other than Tirana's announcement of the wiping 
eff of eld agricultural debts from the books which HTQRUBBY was quick to point cut 
was a spurious palliative since the Cemaanlete had already set the 1953 quotas so 
high that the farmers would again he in debt and in fear of their safety. Fortu- 
nately, a well educated and informed refugee, Dervish Bejlejri, has recently been 
interrogated by the staff and has given and promises to give mnoh material which 
will be used on HT®BBBY in the mar future. We believe that Bejlejrl will prove 
to be the most fruitful source of Information which HTQRUBBY has had in quite sene 
time. HTQRUBBY continued its policy of having several appeals to various social 
groups within Albania, especially to the Albanian Army whose anniversary was cele- 
brated by the Communists in a subdued maimer on 10 July.
